Mayne says need too 
great for any delay 


There will be no bookstore 
in the college union, at least 
not in the first stage of con- 
struction, the Hornet Founda- 
tion decided at Tuesday’s meet- 
ing. 

Although the plans have 
changed from what was decided 
a year ago, the pledge of $50, 
000 backing the basic con. 
Struction of the college union 
will stand, the board stated. 

“It is impossible to wait 

for 4-5 years for a union that 
might not be here,’ Dr. Blair 
Mayne, chairman of the Foun- 
dation said. 
“Because of the pressure 
there is a need for the book- 
store now,” Mayne added, 
Since the bookstore was never 
a contingency in the union pledge 
the foundation must, in order 
to serve the students, investi- 
gate the feasibility of either 
adding to the existing building 
or constructing a separate and 
new facility. 


ONLY COURSE 

In the opinion of the board 
it was the only course of action 
open because the present book- 
store contains 3770 sq. ft. of 
space when, according to the 
recommendation of the Nation. 
al Association of College 
Stores, the present student body 
calls for a space of at least 
8025 sq. ft. 

In the fall the estimated 
space needed will rise to about 
9000 sq. ft. or almost three 
times the available room. 


RESERVE RIGHT 
The board expressed the 
Opinion that it would probably 
favor the new building rather 
than the addition to the present 
store, but reserved the right 
to decide following a study by 


an architect on cost of the two 
alternative plans.

How this will affect the plan- 
ning of the college union is un- 
decided at this time. Although 
the plans moved forward this 
week to the completion of the 
basic forms for the Board of 
Trustees, these will now have 
to be revised. They have been 
drawn with the bookstore as an 
integral part of the project. 


SPACE TO USE 

As advanced the plans com- 
mitted around 10,000 sq. ft. 
to the bookstore. With the book- 
store now out of the picture 
the student body will have this 
space to use. The loss of the 
store means only that the Hor- 
net Foundation will not be paying 
for space used or for any of the 
principle of the loan. 

However, it is the function 
of the Foundation to make mone- 
tary commitments “for long 
term benefits to the college.*’ 


OTHER ACTION 

In other action the Founda- 
tion: reviewed the financial 
status of the bookstore and 
food services and found that 
the bookstore profit margin is 
7.8 per cent on the volume of 
business (10 per cent is the 
goal) and 3.1 per cent in food 
service (5 per cent is the goal); 


Renewed a contract with the 
SSC Foundation subject to their 
approval; 

Voted to replace the furnt- 
ture in the Sierra Room to the 
cost of about $4000; 

Increased the money for 
bleachers from $30,000 to $35, 
000 for the initial expenditure; 

Heard a report on the in. 
Stallation of viewing mirrors 
in the bookstore that were pur. 
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Swinging onto the campus with 
their folk music act next Friday 
will be the New Christy Min- 
strels. 

Their performance is sche- 
duled to begin at 8 p.m. in the 
Men’s Gymnasium. Tickets are 
now on sale in the Associated 
Students Lounge with a 50 cent 
discount being offered to stu- 
dent body cardholders. 

The New Christy Minstrels 
consists of seven boys and two 
girls who combine a distinctive 
folk harmonizing with good 
musicianship and an added 
touch of comedy and beat.

‘4In our own experiences we 
could not find a book which 
answered the questions which 
students and parent asked us,’’ 
stated Linderman. Consequert- 
ly the two men got together and 
began their research. Signifi- 
cant areas covered in the book 
deal with how to develop 
creative thinking in elemen- 
tary school children by develop- 
ing their perceptual awareness. 


CRITICAL PROBLEM 

When asked what he felt was 
the most critical problem in the 
elementary classroom curri- 
culum Dr. Linderman gave the 
following statement, ‘‘I think 
that the classroom te< hers 
must realize the fundamental 
significance of art experiences 
as basic to the development of 
creaiive growth. Early sensory 
experiences in observing, feel- 
ing and listening are central 
to the education of children 
regardless of later professional 
ambition. ’’ 

Herberholz and Linderman 
are extremely pleased with the 
response their book has re- 
ceived thus far. At a recent 
literary reception held at Dins- 
more’s Bookstcre 300 people 
attended, including parents and 
teachers who were interested 
in finding out how they could 
develop creativity in their 
children. 

Linderman has written 
several articles on art and 
creativity which have been pub- 
lished in leading art and edu- 
cation journais. He is currently 
conducting research pertaining

He has 
exhibited his work at the Cali- 
fornia State Fair, Crocker Art 
Gallery and most recently at 
Barrio’s Gallery. He has 
several years of public school 
teaching experience and has 
taught at SSC for the past eight 
years.

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New science facilities will 
be housed in a five story 
building which, it is hoped, 
will be under construction by 
fall of 1964, according to John 
R, Cox, executive dean. 

The building is planned for 
occupancy by the fall of 1966 
and will be the largest struc- 
ture on the campus. 

Working plans are now about 
80 per cent complete for the 
air conditioned building con- 
taining over 200,000 square 
feet. It will cost in the neigh- 
bor hood of $6,000,000, Cox said. 

With its five stories above 
ground and full basement, the 
new building will be typical of 
the larger-sized, high rise 
buildings that will dominate the 
campus in the future, Cox con- 
tinued. 

The new science building will 
house the departments of life 
science, physical science, phy- 
sics, chemistry and nursing. 
It will include a temporary 
allocation of space for a 
library for the. science 
lection.

TENSION 

When the Americans ar- 
rived for their first practice 
session, the Soviet squad was 
already there, complete with a 
battery cf cameramen to film 
the U.S, workout. ‘The (Ameri- 
can} men immediately stiffened 
up and the tension began to 
build,’’ Glander said, But the 
day was saved by U.S, diver 
Bobby Clotworthy, now swim 
coach at Princeton. 

His ice-breaking comment 
was, ‘What the hell’s going on 
around here? Everybody acts 
like they’re scared to death!’’ 
The Russians evidently under- 
stood enough English to catch 
the meaning of the remark and 
the situation eased up. Clot- 
worthy and Bakatin for the USSR 
struck up a friendship that day 
and remainedinseparable 
throughout the games. 

«Just before the 200 meter 
butterfly race, about 2 p.m., 
I went into the restaurant 
alone,’’ recalls Glander. ‘‘John 
Davies, the Australian butter- 
flier came in. After he had 
gone through the cafeteria line, 
I called to him to come over 
and eat with me.’’ Davies had 
come in to grab a bite to eat 
before the race. 

But what a bite! His repast 
consisted of hot dogs, sauer- 
kraut, fried potatoes and two 
bottles of Finnish beer. Glander 
was slightly flabbergasted. 

«John, you’re not going to 
eat that, are you?’’ he asked. 

«*and why not? It agrees with 
me,’’ came the reply. 

*+He not only won his event,” 
continued Glander, ‘she broke 
the Olympic record by five 
seconds.””

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Student body 
candidates 
state positions

An audience of 40 were in 
attendance to hear 13 candi- 
dates for student body offices 
state their platforms and quali- 
fications in the Little Theater 
Tuesday. 

The Open Forum, sponsored 
by the United Campus Christian 
Ministries, was designed to 
draw from the candidates their 
feelings on what the issues of 
the election could be and how 
they would seek to correct what 
was wrong. 


Three persons seeking the 
office of student body Presi- 
dent were asked to speak first 
by moderator Rev. Barry Cava- 
han, In alphabetical order they 
are Ken Olds, John Poswall 
and Paul Sax. 


Olds contends that the main 
wrong in student government 
is that it is “‘inner-direcied’’ 
and if elected would move to 
make it a ‘dynamic student 
government,.”? Other areas 
mentioned as needing improve- 


ment were registration, foreign | 


students, library thefts and The 
State Hornet. He would seek to 
expand the visiting speech pro- 
gram and wrestling, 


John Poswall said that the 
largest problem was the jack 
of contact between ‘‘student 
government and the constitu- 
ancy.’’ The areas which he 
feels need added work and 
emphasis include the college 
union, The State Hornet, cul- 
tural programing and the 
foreign student problem. 


Paul Sax believes that the 
main stumbling block is the 
lack of communication on the 
campus in general. He said that 
students should be better in- 
formed on problems and upon 
the dealings of various boards. 
He mentioned the Hornet Foun- 
dation as an example of the 
boards which he thinks students 
should be tnformed about. His 
suggested improvements in- 
cluded The State Hornet, col- 
lege union, registration, ath- 
letic seating, foreign students 
and cultura! programing. 


Two candidates for Vice 
President, chairman of the 
board, Larry MecVicars and Ron 
Arrants were invited but only 
McVicars was able to attend 
and speak. He stated that 
‘4apathy toward student govern- 
ment’’ could be countered by 
the government going to the 
students. 

McVicars set the stage for 
the rect of the candidates who 
also addressed themselves to 
**apathy.’’
